Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the 
health  of  the  Poole  Urban  Sanitary  District  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1896. 

Population. — Assuming  that  the  rate  of  increase  in  the  decade 
1881 — 1891  still  continues,  I  estimate  the  population  of  the  district 
to  be  17,138  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  and  17,634  to  the  end  of  the 
year.  Mr.  Elford,  the  Borough  Surveyor,  estimates  the  population 
at  19,000. 

Births. — The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was 
283  males  and  267  females,  making  a  total  of  550.  Hence  the  birth 
rate  was  31-54  per  1,000.  There  was  an  increase  of  53  as  compared 
with  1895. 

Deaths. —  The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year 
was  136  males  and  124  females,  making  a  total  of  260.  Hence  the 
death  rate  was  14-90  per  1,000.  There  was  an  increase  of  two 
Deaths  as  compared  with  1895.  Calculating  on  the  Borough  Sur¬ 
veyor’s  estimate,  the  death  rate  would  be  13-72  per  1,000. 

The  Infantile  death  rate  was  11-63  per  100. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  0-91  per  1,000.

Bheumatic  Fever  caused  three  deaths. 


Phthisis  caused  19  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate  of  1*08  per 
1,000.  This  number  is  three  less  than  in  1895,  and  three  more  than 
in  1894. 

Bronchitis ,  Pneumonia,  Pleurisy,  &c.,  caused  thirty-seven 

deaths. 

Heart  Diseases  caused  twenty-one  deaths. 

Influenza  caused  three  deaths. 

Injuries  caused  twelve  deaths.  Five  of  these  were  cases  of 
drowning ;  four  were  due  to  accidents  ;  one  was  suicidal  hanging ; 
one  was  that  of  an  infant  suffocated ;  and  one  of  poisoning  by  eating 
tinned  salmon  (?) 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act.- — Under  this  Act  62 
Certificates  were  received  from  Medical  Practitioners  and  53  Notices 
from  Householders  or  Belatives  of  persons  affected  with  Notifiable 
Infectious  Diseases.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  in  only  eight  instances  did  the 
householder  or  nearest  relative  fail  to  notify  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  This  is  a  still  further  improvement  on  the  previous  year. 
Of  the  delinquents  three  resided  in  Poole,  three  in  Parkstone,  and 
two  in  Longfleet. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Fifteen  cases  were  notified  during  the  earlier 
months  of  the  year ;  most  of  them  occurred  in  the  district  of  Lagland 
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Street  and  Green  Road.  The  other  seven  were  scattered,  both  as  to 
months  and  localities.  Two  cases  were  imported,  one  from  East 
Dulwich  and  the  other  from  Bournemouth. 

Diphtheria. — Parkstone  was  again  the  district  in  which  most 
of  the  cases  occurred.  The  earlier  months  of  the  year  were  credited 
with  eight  of  the  cases.  ,  Two  deaths  occurred. 

Erysipelas. — With  the  exception  of  July  the  cases  of  this 
disease  were  notified  during  the  five  early  and  three  late  months  of 
the  year. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Two  cases  were  notified  from  the  same  house 
in  Stanley  Road,  Poole,  in  July;  one  from  Hamworthy  in  September; 
two  from  Parkstone  in  September ;  and  one  from  Poole  in  December. 

Puerperal  Fever. — One  case  was  notified  in  October  from 
Ashley  Road,  Parkstone.  This  case  terminated  fatally. 

Small  Pox. — A  young  man  whose  relatives  reside  in  Ham¬ 
worthy  came  from  Gloucester  to  spend  Easter  with  his  friends.  His 
relatives  seeing  that  he  had  an  eruption  out  on  his  face  and  wrists, 
insisted  on  his  coming  to  consult  me  about  it  on  Easter  Monday, 
April  6th.  At  once  recognising  the  disease  as  modified  Small  Pox,  I 
detained  him,  and  sent  for  the  Sanitary  Officers,  who  conveyed  him 
to  the  Fever  Hospital.  I  at  once  gave  instructions  to  the  Public 
Vaccinator  to  re-vaccinate  the  inmates  of  the  houses  where  he  had 
both  stayed  and  visited  during  his  sojourn.  The  re-vaccinations  were 
effective,  and  no  secondary  cases  occurred.  This  is  another  instance 
of  the  efficacy  of  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  in  preventing  the 
outbreak  and  spread  of  this  disease. — Vide  Medical  Officer's  Deport 
for  1893. 

Measles. — The  only  notification  I  get  of  an  epidemic  of  Measles 
is  from  the  death  returns  and  School  Attendance  Registers.  The  list 
of  deaths  given  already  in  this  report  will  show  how  an  epidemic  of 
Measles  spread  from  Branksome  and  Upper  Parkstone  to  Lower 
Parkstone,  and  thence  to  Longfleet  and  Poole.  The  epidemic  was  a 
severe  one,  and  so  affected  school  attendance  that  it  became  necessary 
to  close  the  St.  Aldhelm’s  Schools,  Branksome,  from  June  1st  to 
June  22nd  ;  the  British  Infant  Schools,  Poole  ;  the  Girls’  and  Infant 
National  Schools,  Poole,  from  October  29th  to  November  23rd;  the 
St.  Paul’s  Infant  School,  Poole,  from  November  24th  to  December 
17th;  and  the  Longfleet  Infant  National  Schools  from  November 
28th  to  December  24th.

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The  second  case  was  the  Gloucester  Small  Pox  case  previously 
alluded  to.  The  third  case  was  the  one  imported  from  East  Dulwich. 


I  will  now  proceed  to  review  the  Sanitary  Work  done  during 
the  year. 

Scavenging ,  Flushing,  &c. — The  Scavenging  and  Flushing  of 
the  Streets,  and  the  removal  of  the  night  soil,  have  been  regularly 
and  satisfactorily  carried  out.  Complaints  were  made  to  me  by 
residents  near  the  Toll  House,  Longfleet,  about  the  night  soil  carts 
being  stationed  there  of  a  night.  On  interviewing  the  Contractor,  he 
promised  me  that  this  nuisance  should  be  discontinued.  Two  com¬ 
plaints  were  made  to  me  by  residents  in  Branksome  Park  as  to  a 
nuisance  caused  by  the  Bournemouth  Corporation  depositing  offensive 
rubbish  in  Forest  Boad.  This  was  attended  to  by  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances.  A  few  complaints  about  overflowing  cesspools  were 
made,  but  in  each  case  the  fault  was  due  to  the  tenant  not  giving 
proper  notice  to  the  night  soil  foreman.  In  one  instance  the  fault 
was  due  to  the  landlord’s  delay  in  connecting  some  houses  with  the 
sewer. 

Water  Supply. — The  Poole  Water  Works  Company’s  supply 
during  the  past  year  has  been  the  same,  as  regards  quality  and 
quantity,  as  in  previous  years.  Some  samples  were  brought  me  for 
analysis  from  Parkstone.  On  examination  they  were  found  to  contain 
iron  in  suspension.  Three  samples  of  water  from  premises  near  the 
Stanley  Green  Road  and  Wimborne  Road  junctions  were  submitted 
to  me  for  analysis.  As  they  were  found  unfit  for  dietetic  purposes,  a 
fresh  supply  from  the  Waterloo-pond  main  has  been  laid  on  to  these 
premises. 

Slaughter-houses  and  Bake-houses. — These  were  inspected 
half-yearly  by  myself  and  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  There  are 
seven  Slarughter-houses  in  the  district.  At  the  April  inspection  six 
were  noted  as  in  “  good  ”  condition,  and  one  “  locked.”  At  the 
October  inspection  one  was  noted  as  “  very  good,”  five  as  “  good,” 
and  one  “  locked.”  The  number  of  Bake-houses  varies.  At  the 
April  inspection  three  were  noted  as  “  very  good,”  twenty-four  as 
“good,”  five  as  “fair,”  and  five  as  “dirty.”  At  the  October 
inspection  four  were  noted  as  “  very  good,”  nineteen  as  “  good,”  ten 
as  “  fair,”  one  as  “  dirty,”  and  two  “  locked.”  In  only  one  instance 
was  a  Bake-house  marked  “dirty”  at  both  inspections.  The  same 
general  condition  of  Bake-houses  and  Slaughter-houses,  with, 
however,  several  exceptions,  continues.  None  are  under  ground. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — These  were  inspected  twice  during 
the  year  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  were  found  generally  to 
be  in  good  condition. 
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Dairies ,  Cowsheds  and  Milk-shops. — These  were  visited  half- 
yearly  by  myself  and  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  We  found  them  to 
vary  considerably  as  to  their  sanitary  condition ;  some  were  well 
built,  well  ventilated  and  kept  clean  ;  others  were  in  as  good  a  con¬ 
dition  as  the  structural  surroundings  permitted ;  while  others  were 
dirty,  ill  ventilated  and  ill  kept.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  in  most 
instances  the  cow-keepers  shewed  a  disposition  to  attend  to  our 
advice  and  recommendations  for  the  improvement  of  their  cowsheds. 
Some,  however,  were  very  dense  and  argumentative,  notably  the  man 
in  charge  of  the  Model  Dairy,  Salterns  Load,  Parkstone,  where  we 
found  three  cows  shut  up  in  a  dark  hole  without  light  or  proper  ven¬ 
tilation.  Overcrowding  of  animals  was  what  we  had  chiefly  to 
complain  of  :  it  was  rather  difficult  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the 
cow-keepers  that  in  order  to  be  maintained  in  good  health  a  cow 
requires  800  cubic  feet  of  air  space,  and  that  the  minimum  we  should 
in  future  require  would  be  600  cubic  feet  of  well-ventilated  air  space 
for  each  animal.  The  water  supply,  both  for  the  animals  and  wash¬ 
ing  of  utensils,  in  several  instances  left  a  good  deal  of  improvement 
to  be  desired. 

Premises  in  an  Unsanitary  Condition ,  or  Unfit  for  Human 
Habitation.- — The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  visited  several  premises  in 
an  unsanitary  condition,  and  gave  requisite  directions  for  cleansing, 
etc.  In  four  instances  only  was  my  inspection  necessary. 

Unsound  Food. — In  two  instances  only  was  it  necessary  to 
condemn  food  as  unfit,  viz.,  two  consignments  of  bloaters  deposited 
at  the  L.  &  S.W.  P.  goods  shed  on  August  24th  and  September. 
These  were  ordered  to  be  destroyed.  On  December  30th  the  police, 
at  the  request  of  the  Coroner,  reported  to  me  the  death  of  a  young 
woman  from  eating  tinned  salmon.  Samples  from  the  same  stock 
were  taken  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  a  Police  Sergeant. 
As  on  examination  they  were  found  to  he  quite  fresh  and  wholesome, 
they  were  not  seized  and  condemned. 

Nuisances.- — Complaints  of  a  nuisance  emanating  from  a  fried 
fish  shop  situate  at  the  bottom  of  the  High  Street  having  been  made 
to  me,  I  visited  the  premises  on  three  occasions.  At  my  first  visit  I 
made  several  recommendations  for  the  alteration  and  improvement 
of  the  frying  stove.  At  my  second  I  found  the  alterations  being 
made ;  and  at  my  third  I  found  them  completed,  and  the  frying  stove 
working  with  but  little  effluvium.  Since  then  there  have  been  no 
further  complaints.  Nuisances  generally  have  been  effectively  and 
efficiently  dealt  with  by  the  Inspector. 

The  Sewerage  Disposal  Scheme  is  being  steadily  proceeded 

with. 

Bye-laws . — The  revised  bye-laws  which  were  submitted  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  in  June,  1895,  received  their  official  assent 
in  May,  1896,  and  are  now  in  force.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  those 
affected  thereby  will  soon  be  educated  up  to  them. 


In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  I  have,  as  in  previous  years,  made  frequent  inspections  of  the 
various  parts  of  the  district. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  very  valuable  and  careful  assistance 
rendered  me  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  Richard  Smith,  Jun., 
who  carries  out  the  duties  of  his  office  with  courtesy,  zeal  and 
thoroughness.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  as  Port 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1896, 
and  in  so  doing  have  much  pleasure  in  again  being  able  to  give  a  very 
satisfactory  account  of  the  healthy  condition  of  the  seamen  on  board 
of  the  vessels  which  have  entered  and  left  the  Port  of  Poole  during 
the  year. 

No  case  of  Infectious  Disease  has  been  either  certified  or 
notified. 

The  same  inspections  of  vessels  by  the  Harbour  Authorities, 
Board  of  Trade  and  Customs  Officials,  have  been  made  as  in  previous 
years. 

Inspections . — The  number  of  vessels  inspected  by  the  Sanitary 
Officials  was  217.  Of  this  number  160  (i.e.,  128  British  and  32 
Foreign)  were  classed  as  “good;”  49  (fie.,  43  British  and  6  Foreign) 
were  classed  as  “fair;”  while  8  British  were  classed  as  “dirty.” 
Those  found  to  have  dirty  forecastles,  etc.,  were  cleansed  without 
any  notices  being  served.
